A dispatch from Pekin says: The Chinese 
Government ‘has received an official report 
from Brig.-Gen. Nieh, commanding the 
‘troops in the Kinchow district, annourcing 
that he engaged and defeated the 
rebels on Nov. 27 and 28, killing their leader 
and 600 men. The General commanding the 
imperial forces at Jeho also announces a suc- 
cessful engagement with the rebels. 

According to the cable dispatches that have 
been received from Pekin and Shanghai the 
rebellion began to the south of the military 
headquarters of Mantehuria — Girin — and 
when last heard from the rebels were in the 
province of Shong King, and within 400 miles 
of Pekin. This bemg the case the great bulk 
of the Northern Chinese army is far beyond 


the present advance, and presumably as yet 


unacquainted with the revolt, if not actually 
in sympathy with it. : : 

The duties of the northern army have prin- 
cipally been to watch the Russian frontier, 
which is marked by the Ussuri and Amur 


Rivers, the latter extending nearly to Lake 


Baikai, at the extreme south of which is 
Irkutsck, the capital of Eastern Siberia. It 
seems that a second rebel army is marching 
on Pekin from Mongolia, a vast distfict in- 
habited for the most. part by uncivilized 
nomads, 

Mantchuria has a population of 12,000,000, 
while Mongolia is credited with 2,000,000. The 
defense of Pekin will depend upon Li Hung 


Chang, the Viceroy of Be-Chi-Li, whom Gen. 


Grant styled the Bismarck of China. He has 
a population of 35,000,000 under his rule, and 
his army is the best organized and drilled in 
the empire. | 

Will Fight at the Wall.

The height of the wall varies, including the 
parapet, from _twenty-six_ to fifty feet, 
and depends on the character of the slope that 
it is built upon. The breadth of the outer 
parapet is fourteen feet on the top, witha 
gradual increase toward the ground, both 
aspects of the wall having a considerable 
slope. Each tower has four embrasures, 
which are used as lookout places. The wall is 
on the whole in good repair. It passes within 
thirty miles of Pekin. If the forces of the 
empire which still remain loyal be concen- 
trated near to where the rebels must pass the 
wall, they may make some use of this clumsy, 
antiquated bulwark of defense and save China 
from the perils attending on a usurpation of 
the throne. 


TWO CHILDREN BURNED TO DEATH. 


Mrs. Kitts Left Thém at Home with the 
Usual Result.

„Why has New York made no appropria-

New York doesn't know as yet that there 
is to be a World’s Fair. Strange to say, it 
hasn't discovered the fact. 

What is the reason for that? 

„There is no special reason beyond the fact 
that New York has a population of 3,500,000 
people and is engaged in a hot competition 
for life. . Something striking must be brought 
to its attention before its cognizance can be 
enlisted. It is a singular fact that since I have 
been home from Europe I have not heard in 
either my office or at the club any mention of 
the World’s Fair.

Rise of Five Cents in the Price Paid -by 
the Standard Oil People. 

Finptay, O., Dec. 3.—[ Special. |}—The Stand- 
ard Oil company has again raised the price of 
oil, and is now paymg 35 cents a barrel for 
the Ohio produce. This is an advance of five 
cents in two days, after it had remained dor- 
mant at 30 cents for a year and a half. The 
reasons which actuate the Standard in this 
matter are well hidden and not visible to any 
person on the outside. Whether it is for ‘the 
purpose of inducing speculation in the oil 
and thus letting the public carry the vast 
millions tow in stock, or whether it is to 
crush out its hated rival, the Manhattan, is a 
matter not yet discovered. The production 
in the Ohio field has fallen off maternally of 
late and the number of new wells is insignifi- 
cant. These two facts may have caused the 
advance, but the impelling cause will hardly 
become public, The advance will set the 
drill to gomg again, and there will be a great 
deal of new territory thoroughly tested. The 
pruspect is that the price will go at once to 40 
cents or beyond, and in that case there will 
be a decided livening up of the oil business.

THE LEGISLATIVE STEAL. 


A Striking Arraignment of the Worse than 
Partisan Action of the Peanut Politician 
~Democratic Canvassers in New York 
te Act Regurdiess of the Orders of the 
‘Courts—Hill Removes a Republican 
Clerk from Office—Interesting Develop- 
ments Are (Certain. 


New Yorx, Dec. 3.—[Special.]—-The Union 
League club tonight fired triple-shotted guns 
at Gov. Hill and his alhes engaged in the at- 
tempted steal of the Legislature. Ata largely- 
attended meeting it was determined to join in 
the crusade against them and not to desist 
until every man honestly elected to the Senate 
and Assembly is awarded his certificate. 
Cornelius N. Bliss recited that the meet- 
ing had been called for the purpose of 
considering and acting upon resolutions ex- 
pressing the sentiments and views of the club 
concerning the nt grave political situa- 
tion in the State with respect to the action of 
the Boards of County Canvassers in Dutchess, 
Onondaga, Steuben, and other districts. Then 
Secretary Page read an address to the people, 
in which Gov. Hill and his agents were ar- 
raigned in the most scathing terms. In part 
the address reads: 

A crisis has come in our State which demands 
that the people shall rise above all party and re- 
quire that the principles upon which our govern- 
ment is founded shall be maintained. Those prin- 
ciples lie deeper than party organizations, and 
their elements and their purity are essential to 
the permanent existence of all parties.

HILL’S LATEST SCHEME, 


Democratic Canvassers to Act Regardless 
of the Courts. 

Arzany, N. I., Dec. 3.— [Special. — From 
indications late tonight it looks as though 
Gov. Hill and his Democratic lieutenants 
were holding the Republicans off, and when 
everything is ready that the State Board of 
Can vassers will proceed to canvass the vote 
and declare: the result, irrespective of the or- 
ders of the court. All day long the State offi- 
cers have promised to give a decision of the 
question raised on their legal existence. 
The counsel on both sides were of opinion 
that the meaning of the law was that 
the board could adjourn fer five days at a 
time.

It 18 
thought this procedure of holding off will 
continue until the right time, and then the 
board will proceed under Sec. 605 of Chap. 
7 of Title 2 of the Code of Civil Procedure, 
which says that, Where a duty is imposed 
by statute upon a State officer or board of 
State officers an injunction order to restrain 
him or them from the performance of that 
duty, or to prevent the execution of the stat- 
ute, shall not be granted excepting by the 
Supreme Court at a general term thereof. 
sittimg in the department in which the officer 
or board 1s located or the duty is required to 
be performed.“ Thus far all the injunctions 
and orders have been obtained in special term 
or circuit. ‘ 

The moves during the day on the political 
chess-board have been cautious.

deeds. McManus was born in this city forty 
years ago. In early life he shot and killed a 
sailor in this city for which crime be served 
five years in the r His next ap- 
pearance in the dock was for the fatal shoot- 
ing in 1879 of a man named Barney Reilly at 
a Democratic mass-meeting. 

For some time prior to com mittal of the 
crime for which he was hanged McManus 
lived with a woman named Amanda Cross. On 
the night of the murder McManus, the 
Cross, and Maginnis had been drinking to- 
peice, Liquor was McManus’ bane through

to the surface. A quarrel took place between 
the two men and Maginnis left the house. Mc- 
Manus ‘followed him and shot him twice. Ma- 
ginnis died of his wounds and McManus was 
tried and convicted of his murder.

MR. CHARLES FAILS TO GET DAMAGES, 


A Queer Suit Against the Chicago City 
Railway Company. 

A jury in Judge Gresham’s court yesterday 
returned a verdict of not gu‘lty in the suit of 
Austin Charles against the Chicago City rail- 
way company for $25,000 damages for per- 
sonal injuries. The company’s defense was 
that Charles was an impostor, was never in- 
jured at all, and simply played a desperate 
game to bleed the company. 

Feb. 20, 1889, a train at the Sixteenth street 
crossing of State street ran into a State street 
car, knocking it completely off the track and 
severely bruismg many of the passengers. A 
half hour afterwards the plaintiff in the suit, 
Austin Charles, drove up to the office uf the 
oy railway company in a cab and claimed 
he had been injured in the colligion at Six- 
teenth street. is lower limbs were hurt, he 
said, and he was otherwise badly injured. 
He was taken home by the company’s 
officers, but the company claimed he 
would not allow their physicians to attend 
him. However, to all appearances Charles 
was severély injured, but he recovered and, 
failing to secure a settlement with the com- 
pany, began suit for $25,000 damages. The 
8 offered testimony to the effect that 
Charles had claimed to have been injured ina 
wreck on the Northern Pacific road ten years 
ago, and that his injuries were precisely the 
same as those he complained of as a result of 
the Sixteenth street accident. In the North- 
ern Pacific accident, it was alleged, Charles 
had succeeded in getting $8,000 from the com- 
pany on >the apparently good proof that he 
was permanently injured, but the Northern 
Pacific company believed a fraud had been 
committed and furnished evidence of Charles“ 
alle injuries on the Northern Pacific. 

Charles is a resident of Decatur, Mich., but 
was formerly in business in a small way at 
the Stock-Yards.

DUST EXPLODES AND CAUSES A FIRE. 


Blaze in a Big Drug Milling Establishment 
on West Polk Street. 

A dust explosion in a drug mill on the first 
floor of the Murray-Nickell drug milling es- 
tablishinent at Nos. 147 to 155 West Polk 
street yesterday morning started a fire which 
threatened the destruction of the five-story 
building, 100x75 feet in size. The building 
was divided bya fire wall and area into two 
sections, the east containing crude drugs and 
the machinery, and the other finished prod- 
ucts and the offices.

BY THE LA SALLE CLUB. 


First of a Series of Dinners and Popular 
Talks Purposed by the Organization—H. | 
C. Burchard, Ex-Director of the Phila- 
delphia Mint, the First Speaker—Re- 
sponse of Franklin MacVeagh—Clinton 
Furbish Closes the Speechmaking—Sun- 
set Club Talks of the Law's Delays. 


Silver was conspicuous at the La Salle 
club, No. 541 West Monroe street, last even- 
ing. The occasion was the first of a series of 
club dinners and popular discussions. The 
question of the evening was the free coinage 
of silver. The familiar metal was present in 
large quantities and ingenious designs.

H. C. Burchard, ex-director of the Philadel- 
phia mint, was the first speaker of the even- 
ing. Mr. Burchard assumed at the outset 
that the free coinage of silver would not re- 
sult in the benefits claimed by the ad- 
vocates of free coinage. In support of 
this proposition the speaker traversed 
the financial legislation of the government 
from a remote period u to the 
time of the demonetization of silver and 
reached his conciusions therefrom. An array 


of statistics was also employed to show the re- 


lation of commerce, foreign and domestic, to 
a stable medium ot exchange. 
Franklin MacVeagh Responds. 

F. W. Skiff of Denver, Colo., was to have 
replied to Mr. Burchard, but was unable to be 
present owing to illness. Franklin MacVeagh, 
as the next speaker, said he judged by the 
records of the two great political parties 
on the currency question that each 
would like to have in the forthcoming nation- 
al platforms a plank favoring the gold stand- 
ard in the East and free coinage in the West. 
The question being a business question,“ he 
said, it should be considered upon a business 
basis. It is purely an economic question and 
belongs strictly to the department of the 
currency. It us not a political ques- 
tion, nor is it a question of the 
debtor class. The interest of the debtor 
class is not in the keeping of the government 
und should not be. They must take care of 
themselves. There is no room for sentiment 
in the discussion of the question by a refer- 
ence to the dollar of our fathers; nor is there 
room for the question of vengeance because 
some of our creditors have been paid in gold. 
This class is not in the question at all. Those 
who are producing silver have no business 
in the question either; they have no legitimate 
claim to consideration in the matter ot regu- 
lating the currency and by allowing them to 
interject themselves into the question it has 
become muddled, 

Destroying Business and Currency. 

“They certainly bave no right to come to 
the Government of the United States and ab- 
solutely run it in the uliar interest of that 
one great industry. If you owe them any- 
thing pay them, but do not let them destroy 
your business and your currency. The ques- 
tion must be relieved of the burdens which 
do not belong to it to be understood. It is 
not a local or a national question. It is a 
question for the world and the only way to 
regulate it is in an international way. Weare 
a great silver-producing country, but we are 
not ‘silver consumers. The best thing 
to be done is to get the other na- 
tions of the world to codperate with 
us in regulating the silver question. 
An ideal currency would be a gold standard, 
but there is not enough gold to go around. 
This conviction is growing, and the result will 
be bimetallism. It will bein the interest of 
this country to have this brought about. 

The speaker said he was not avowedly a bi- 
metallist, but was willing to try it.

TALKED OF THE LAW’S DELAYS. 


Judge Maran and Others Address the Sun- 
set Club. 

The Sunset club held its regular monthly 
meeting at the Grand Pacific last evening. 
One hundred and fifty members sat down to 
the nine-course dinner. This part of the pro- 
gram over with Robert Lindblom in a short 
address announced the subject of the even- 
ing to be Delays of the Law” and called 
upon Judge Moran for the opening speech. 

Judge Moran took the position that delay 
was necessary for absolute justice, and that 
our higher civilization tended to make law 
procedure consume more time, The remedy 
was an increase of Judges. 

George F. Stoue said: An adherence to 
mere technicalities in this day accounts for 
delays, and sometimes defeats justice 
in commercial causes. No one thing 
has more distinctly marked the progress 
of the judiciary than its | exaltation 
of the moral sense in the interpretation of law 
and its growing determination not to subor- 
dinate the law in its purity to the ingenuity of 
the advocate and to the technicalities merely 
of astatute. I do not say that in all cases a 
Judge, however high-minded and fearless, can 
free bimself from the meshes of technical con- 
struction, but Ido say that oftentimes he is 
needlessly bound by them.“ Mr. Stone’s rem- 
edy was in a more general application of the 
method of arbitration, us was in vogue on the 
Boara of Trade. ae 

Prof. Orcbardson said that since justice, 
law, and equity were not synonymous terms 
the ordinary process at law should be abolished 
in favor of courts of equity. He referred to 
the wide * er ag by 3 
cour and s the customary 
— 8 of decisions in favor of both 
sides of a disputed question could be avoided 
by a better classification of the law. 

After a general discussion Judge Moran 
closed the speeches by saying that ho thought 
a remedy could not be found in an increase of 
salary, but that some relief might be found by 
making the expense of a suit greater and 
making the losing party pay the costs.

It is not astonishing in view of the fact that 
for nearly sixty weeks the wool reports have 
told one monotonous tale of reduced prices 
and poor demand for fine American wool,

They said that was the policy of their party; 
that they intended to have English free trade 
so that American workingmen might have 
cheap foreign goods and yet keep the high 
wages they have now. 

How does it happen that no Democratic 
candidate tor the Speakership stands on that 
platform? It was thought at one time that 
Mr. Mills would do so, but such is his modesty 
that he appears to have left the place for some 
one else to occupy. But nobody seems to be 
anxious to take it, probably because there are 
no votes to be gained by it. Perhaps it has 
been discovered that to give cheap foreign 
‘goods and to keep high American wages would 
be a harder task than it was thought to be. 

As each of the three leading candidates is 
appeaiing toa distinct element in his party 
the conclusion may be drawn that the Democ- 
racy is divided into three parts on the tariff 
question. One section is in favor of a general 
tariff bill with some reduction of duties. 
Another is for putting five articles out of 
1,000 on the free list this year and perhaps as 
many more the next. The third is made up 
of moderate protectionists who appear to be 
giving their votes to Mr. Crisp. In short the 
result of the Ohio election has divided the 
previously harmonious Democracy into three 
tariff camps. The selection of-a candidate 
for Speaker will tend to show which is the 
strongest. 


THE EARL RUSSELL DIVORCE CASE. 

The application of Countess Russell fora 
judicial separation from her husband, Earl 
Russell, grandson of the famous Lord John 
Russell, throws a baleful light upon English 
aristocracy, to say the least. Following so 
closely, as it does, revelations which have been 
made in other quarters, from the Prince of 
Wales down, as to the extraordinary behavior 
of those born in the purple or in the charmed 
circle, it will not add to the general estima- 
tion in which that eee is held by the 
public, 

If the statements of the public prosecutor 
are correct, and thus far they seem to have 
been sustained by the evidence, Earl Russell 
is worse than a brute and his proper place is 
the penitentiary. Apparently he left no form 
of indignity untried in his heartless abuse of 
his wife. He carried his cruelty so far as to 
endanger her health. He assailed her with 
shocking epithets, humiliated her not only in 
private but before the servants, and menaced 
her life on more than one occasion. He com- 
pelled her to remain up until late hours ia the 


| night fixing his accounts, and when she de- 


clared her inability to do as he wished called 
her an uneducated woman and ungrateful 
devil. He forced her to drive with him when 
she was in delicate health, to perform services 
which belonged to the servants, and when she 
protested said he would shoot her if she an- 
noyed him. Other accusations are made 
against him involving personal vileness which 
of late have been made frequently against 
members of the British aristocracy and have 
aroused so much public indignation that some 
of them have had to flee to the continent.

THE BALANCE OF TRADE. 
The Milwaukee Journal quotes largely from 
the New York Financial Chronicle in a la- 
bored effort to prove that there is an error in 


Tun Trreune’s exposition of the relations be- 


tween our imports and exports. It does so 
con fessedly in opposition to the policy of reci- 
procity, which it denounces as having un- 
scientific and unstatesmanlike sequences, 
though without stating what those may be. 
But the Journal admits that its own figures 
and estimates for freights and undervalua- 
tions, etc., show that for the six years ending 
with last June there was an Average annual 
balance of trade against us to the amount of 
$81,119,819. And it also concedes that this 
balance differs largely from that made by the 
Chronicle’s estimates, which it otherwise 
quotes as authority. 


If for the sake of argument it be allowed 


that these figures are correct the Journal’s un- 
friendly talk about reciprocity invites the 
scriptural remark, ‘‘ Out of thine own mouth 
will I judge thee, thou wicked servant.“ If 
the annua! balance against us be only $31,000,- 
000, we have to pay that either in money or 
securities, losing interest on the use of the 
cash or having to pay interest on the other. 
Now, the basis of the reciprocity policy. is the 
theory that while the different countries of 
Europe take no more of our products than 
they can help and would not under any cir- 
cumstances take more than they are obliged to, 
there are peoples on this continent who ship 
to us far more than they receive 
from us, and would willingly take a great 
deal more if it were made to their in- 
terest to do. so. Hitherto we have paid 
out to Europe the difference of fully $100,000,- 
000 per year, which has been the annual bal- 
ance of South American trade against us. If 
we can send farm produce or the product of 
our factories, or both, to the peoples of Latin 
America in payment of that difference and 
continue to send to Europe as much of our 
produce as at present the balance of trade 
will be in our favor to tbis extent—we shall 
have to receive from the Old World more 
goods, or take from it money instead of send- 
ing it there, or retire our securities, with a 
consequent diminution of the amounts to be 
paid abroad each year in the shape of inter- 
est. We should-be absolutely better off to the 
extent that we increased our exports 
under reciprocity arrangements, and if 
it be true that we now have to 
pay out $30,000,000 a yearin gold or se- 
curities to maintain the balance of trade, we 
should then receive from Europe $70,000,000 a 
year in one or both of those kinds of payment. 
This because under arrangements which were 
undisturbed for years before the reciprocity 
policy was maugurated the countries to the 
south of us took from Europe in goods the 
difference between our exports to and imports 
from those countries, and we had to pay Europe 
that difference either in goods, money, or secur- 
ities. In fact the advantages of reciprocity 
would not be diminished one whit by the scal- 
ing down of the recent balance against us to 
the figure stated, The result of thachange in 
policy is simply a greater gain in dollars each 
year to our positive advantage than has been 
claimed by Taz TRrsunz. 

So it is impossible in any way to present 
the figures of our foreign commerce to prove 
that the reciprocity policy proposed by Mr. 
Blaine, and now partly carried out, is not and 
will not be a great benefit to tne producers of 
the United States, Quibbles about a few 
millions of dollars in either direction do not 
abolish the fact that we can by proper trade 
arrangements send to the countries south of 
us $100,000,000 worth more of goods per an- 
num without materially increasing our re- 
ceipts from them, and thatan augment in the 
latter may be made to accompany an equal gain 
in the other movement. Nor can it be denied 
that such a change in our relations on this 
continent would reduce the amount we now 
have to pay to Europe, because our payments 
to the Old World hitherto have included the 
balance on ourtrade with Latin America. There 
is no possible analysis of the balance of trade 
that can lead up to any other conclusion, and the 
attempt to manipulate figures so as to belittle 
the result simply shows a wrong-headedness 


of the kind that would find fault with the 


plan of salvation itself if that were incorpo- 
rated in the platform of the Republican 


party. 


STRIKING DIFFERENCE BETWEEN TWO 
KENTUCKIANS.

Mr. Watterson feels, as do other Democrats, 
that if Mr. Blaine runs next year their party 
willhave a hard rowtohoe. Mr. Watterson 
professés not to be anxious on that score. He 
says that fate stands between Mr. Blaine and 
the White House; that: 


If Mr. Blaine is ever nominated again, he will 
be beaten.

CHAUNCEY DEPEW AND MAJAH JONES. 

When the fight was going on early last year, 
as to the site of the World’s Fair, Mr. Chaun- 
cey Depew worked hard for New York. He 
believed it would be a benefit to the city in 
which he lived to get the Exposition, and that 
the interests of the great railroad-with which 
he is connected would be advanced by such a 
location. Majah Jones labored industriously 
to secure the Fair for St. Louis, and wasted 
his brain force in devising faliacious argu- 
ments to show why 1t should go there. 

Each of these gentlemen was beaten. Con- 
gress directed that the Fair be held in Chi- 
cago. Mr. Depew accepted the situation 
gracefully, and has never had any tears to 
shed over that spilt milk. Majah Jones has 
not thesame cheerful and elastic temperament, 
and he is yet unreconciled to the decrees of 
fate and Congress, although he is a member 
of the National Commission from Missouri, 
and is pledged morally to do all he can for the 
success of a great national undertaking. 

Mr. Depew was here Wednesday, and was 
asked what he thought of the proposition that 
the General Government loan five millions for 
Fair purposes. His reply was: 

I think the government— by the way, this is not 
a Chicago enterprise; it is a national affair—is in- 
terested as much as Chicago, and should take its 
chances with Chicago. If there is a loss let it 
suffer as wellasthecity. Itis a mistaketo ask 
for $5,000,000 as a loan. The government should 
appropriate the amount. 

This is going farther than the directors have 
done. They have asked for a loan, not a gift, 
although there are good reasons why Con- 
gress should imitate the example of France 
and do something to help an Exposition which 
will be’ purely national and in no respect 
local. . 

Majah Jones talks ina very different strain 
from Mr. Depew. He says: 

A clique operating inside the management of 
the Chicago Fair now proposes to extort from a 
Treasury already bankrupted by Republican ex- 
travagance a loan of $,000,000 or upwards—of 
all it can get. There could hardly be a worse 
case of treachery and false pretenses. It is with- 
in the personal knowledge of the editor of the 
Republic that. in asking for the Fair, Chicago 
pledged itself to bear the whole expense and to 


asking nothing from the General Government ex- 
cept that it make an exhibit at its own expense. 


The Majah is unable to substantiate his 
charges of treachery and “false pre- 
tenses. Therefore as a Southern gentle- 
man he should not make them. The per- 
sonal recollections of the cantankerous Majah 
are not of as much value as the law by which 
Congress directed that its National Exposition 
be held here. It says that the National Com- 
mission, of which the Majah is a member, 
must be— 
satisfied that the World's Fair corporation has an 
actual bona tide and valid subscription to its cap- 
ital stock which will ure the payment of at 
least five millions of ars, of which not less 
than $500,000 shall have been paid in, and that the 
further sum of five million dollars, making in all 
ten million dollars, will be provided by said cor- 
poration in ample time for its neodful use during 
the prosecution of the work for the complete 
preparation for said Exposition. 

The Majah, as a member of the commis- 
sion, has been satisfied that the ten millions 
have been provided for, that bemg the sum 
which Congress believed wouid be sufficient 
to make all the preparations for the Fair it 
ordered in 1890. He also knows that much 
more than ten millions has been raised and 
that every pledge made by Chicago to bear 
what Congress declared would be the total 
expense of the Fair has been carried out. 

But the people of the United States, in 
whose behalf the Exposition is to be given, 
are demanding one, the complete prepara- 
tion for which calls for seventeen instead of 
ten million dollars. Plans for buildings, etc., 
have been made on the basis of this larger 
expenditure. The National Commission, of 
which the Majah is a small part, has approved 
them, and has sanctioned a departure from 
the small scale on which the Fair was planned 
by Congress—a scale so picayunish that it has 
been repudiated by the people, who demand 
that the Exposition shall be a national one, 
and that the Nation shall help in making it a 


success, and not throw on Chicago a burden. 


the Nation should bear. 

When the Majah talks of “fraudulent 
mendicaney and “insolent and fraudulent 
beggary in connection with Chicago, which 
has redeemed every pledge and done more 
than it ever promised, as is well known to 
him, he simply strengthens the prevailing 
public belief that he has the smallest brain 
and the largest gall bladder of any American 
editor. 


THE PLAN TO REMOVE ENGINEER ART- 
INGSTALL. 

It is reported that acoalition has. been 
formed between the Democratic members of 
the Drainage Board and weak-kneed Repub- 
licans in order that there may be a new deal 
of the offices.”” If this bargain and sale busi- 
ness is carried out it is understood that Engi- 
neer Artingstall will be the first to go. It is 
not surprising that he should be marked for 
slaughter. Mr. Cooley will not let him stayif 
he can help it. 

Mr. Artingstall committed the unpardon- 
able sin of showing that he knew a great deal 
more about engineermg than the man whom 
he succeeded and who is now Trustee. Mr. 
Cooley told the Legislature that it was impos- 
sible to remove rock in a wet channel except 
at enormous expense. The General Assem- 
bly, taking that for gospel, ordered Chicago to 
make a rock cut of double capacity years be- 
fore it could be needed. A year later Mr. 
Artingstall told the Drainage Board that rock- 
cutting could be done about 50 per cent 
cheaper in a wet than in a dry channel; that 
the Skokie cut-off and other projects for the 
diversion of the waters of the Desplaines were 
useless extravagances, and that he wanted the 
water to float his dredges. Then it was that 
the Trustees learned what an ignoramus 
Cooley was and how muchhis ignorance had 
cost the district. 

Of course Cooley never will forgive this ex- 
posure. He wishes to get md of Artingstall 
andto replace him by Benezette Williams, 
who may be relied on not to mortify Mr. 
Cooley by outshining him as an engineer. 
All that is known of Williams is that when 
the ship-canallers were asked how they pro- 
posed to get the water with which to fill their 
double capacity rock cut and did not know 
how to answer the question, he came to their 
relief. He said his plan was to cut an im- 
mense ship canal angling across the towns of 
Hyde Park and Lake, beginning near Chelten- 
ham Beach and passing just south of the 
Stock-Yards. This channel he said would 
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‘furnish most of the 600,000 cubic fest per | 


minute needed to fill the rock cut. 

The cost of this useless job would not fall 
below twenty millions. The land damages 
would be specially heavy because the canal 
would cut slantwise across lots and make so 


many valueless flat-iron pieces of land. An- 


other heavy item of expense would be the 
costly turning bridges which would have to 
be built by the city or the district. Scores of 
railroad tracks Would be cut across and count- 
less difficult complications would arise. 

The man who was guilty of a senseless 


proposition like this is talked of now as the 


Engineer of fie Sanitary District. His elec- 
tion would mean the resurrection of the Skokie 
cut-off and other expensive whims. It would 
mean the spending of years of time and of 
millions of money on “ preliminaries” while 
the task of providing for protecting the water 
supply of the people from pollution was neg- 
lected. It would mean physical researches ”’ 
instead of pure water. Is there a Republican 
member of the board who believes that his 
constituents will be satisfied if he brings these 
evils on them in order that he may get an 
office for himself or for some friend? 


THE POSTMASTER-GENERAL’S REPORT. 
The annual report of the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral is first and last the report of a business- 
man, and is characterized by numerous recom- 
mendations for the improvement of the serv- 
ice such as would suggest themselves to a 
thoroughly trained merchant in the conduct 
of a great scheme intrusted to him. Conse- 
quently Mr. Wanamaker’s report is not a 
mere matter of routine, as is usually the case, 
but a consideration of the needs of his de- 
partment and of the reforms which may still 
further expedite this important branch of the 
public service. 

One of the most satisfactory features of the 
report is the Postmaster-General’s announce- 
ment that although the department has lost 
over $1,000,000 of lottery revenue during the 
year by the exclusion of lottery matter from 
the mails the postal deficit is disappearing 
and will continue so to do provided the same 
rate of revenue and expenditure continues 
until July 1, 1898. The creation of the Fourth 
Assistant Postmaster-General and the reor- 
ganization of the department have proved 
eminently satisfactory, because they have re- 
lieved the Postmaster-General of many de- 
tails which can be intrusted to subordinates, 
and thus given him the time to consider large 
and general improvements of the system. 
How true this is the report itself bears wit- 
ness. 

Asto the Louisiana Lottery curse, it isa 
cause for general congratulation that at last it 
practically has been driven out of the mails, 
though many of the express companies carry 
its tickets, circulars, and documents. To 
meet this phase of the business the Postmas- 
ter-General has obtained the facts upon which 
to base a prosecution in order to test the 
question whether the carriage of lottery mat- 
ter by these companies can be prevented un- 
der the existing laws. Meanwhile the resolu- 
tion of the department to enforce the law is 
shown by the fact that since the law went into 
effect 143 arrests have been made for its viola- 
tion. 

Mr. Wanamaker’s business — are 
numerous. The sea postoffices have been so 
successful in economy of time that he now 
recommends the use of a postoffice steam tug 
in New York harbor so as to save still more 
time betwéen arriving steamers and the up- 
town ferries. He makes numerous sugges- 
tions for reducing the work in the Dead Let- 
ter Office, and has made such changes in the 
Postal Guide as will both increase its informa- 
tion and reduce its cost to one cent instead of 
five. He also renews his recommendations for 
the division of the country into postal dis- 
tricts. As the telephone patent expires next 
year he puts in an earnest and eloquent plea 
to Congress to urge its adoption for communi- 
cation among the people in order to quicken 
the sending of intelligence. One cent letter 
postage, three-cent telephone messages, and 10- 
cent telegraph messages are all near possibili- 
ties under an enlightened and compact postal 
system, using the newest telegraphic 
inventions, says the | Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, and he glowingly depicts the 
immense advantage which will accrue 
to the people from this scientific dreibund of 
cheap postage, telephone, and telegraph. He 
recommends also the universal extension of 
the money-order system; the adoption of the 
pneumatic-tube system of Berlin and London, 
which he is confident will pay; not only a 
house to house delivery but a house to house 
collection, which he believes is feasible; the 
extension of rural free delivery along star 
routes and by means of suburban electric 
roads; and reiterates his arguments of last 
year upon the question of postal savimgs. As 
to the one-cent postage question the Post- 
master-General favors it when the time is ripe 
for it. The total postage during the year end- 
ing June 30, 1891, was $41,432,129. A reduc- 
tion to one cent would cut off $20,716,064, 
‘* We have therefore to face in this problem,“ 
says the report, assuming that it is ripe for 
solution by 1893, a clear loss to the revenue of 
not less than $21,000,000 under present condi- 
tions, which if the department were to receive 


its duties in regard to the credits belonging to 


it would be reduced to a deficit of from 
$10,000,000 to 511, 000,000.“ He is therefore 
not in favor of the reduction until the deficit 
has disappeared and “until many improve- 
ments and extensions of the service are pro- 
vided for, which he sums up as follows: 

Clerks in postoffices ought to be fairly paid; 
they ought not to be overworked; they ought to 
have rooms in better buildings; letter carriers 
ought not to be weighted down like pack-horses; 
railway postal clerks should be paid for the dan- 
gers they face daily; the great majority of post- 
offices ought to be better equipped; a fourtli-class 
Postmaster who receives $100 a year cannot afford 
to pay $200 for fitting his office with boxes; rural 
free delivery, considered to be a successful experi- 
ment and about which there cannot be two opin- 
ions as to the propriety of its further extension, 
should be widely extended, These and other 
things ought to be done, but they can never be 
consummated so long as a deticiency in the postal 
revenues stares an appropriation committee in 
the face. 

The report fairly bristles with recommenda- 
tions of reforms and changes such as would 
suggest themselves to the trained business- 
man. It will commend itself to our readers as 
an able and interesting document, quite unlike 
the old-fashioned routme reports, and it will 
provide Congress with plenty of material for 
consideration in the further improvement of 
this great popular branch of the public 


service.

CARS TO WESTERN LINES.

Railway Revenues Will Be Greatly Red uced

The Western roads, which have been domg 
an enormous freight business for the last few 


months and expected to be able to continue-to 
do so throughout this winter, are greatly 
alarmed over the prospect of having an em- 
bargo placed on their traffic that threatens to 
seriously impair their revenues. The trouble 
is due to a blockade on the Eastern lines. 
All the roads east from Chicago, except the 
Pennsylvania, have given notice that grain in 
bulk by transfer would no longer be received 
from Western connections without previous 
arrangement. The sudden close of navigation 
had the effect of throwing an enormous 
amount of freight on the east-bound lines, 
and they were unprepared to handle it. 
There is no prospect that the trouble 
will soon be remedied. The Western roads 
could place large amounts of grain in the ele- 
vators bere if it was not for the fact that the 
grain arriving here has to be inspected, and 
only contract grain can goin the elevators. 
The inferior grades will have to be shipped 
East at once, afd as Eastern roads will not 
receive it the Western roads cannot bring in 
any grain unless they are positive that it will 
inspect contract. Owmg to this state of 
affairs the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
found it necessary yesterday to issue the fol- 
lowing general order to all agents and con- 
nections ; 

Until ferther notice, this company ‘will not ac- 
cept any grain or flaxseed for Chicago or for 
Eastern points via Chic subject to Chicago 
weights and inspection. In cases where grain or 
flaxseed is offered for direct shipmént to East- 
ern points nt will consult with the chief dis- 
patcher of his division, and connecti line with 
the car service agent, Chicago, as to whether cars 
can be furnished. 8 

The following dispatch from Omaha shows 
that the condition of affairs at the Missouri 
River is just ae bad as at Chicago: 

Omana, Neb., Dec. 3.—(Special.]|—For 
some time there have been fears that the rail- 
roads operating in Nebraska would run short 
of cars to move the enormous crops, and the 
blockade appears to be immment. We have 
just received notice from eastern connec- 
tions, said General Freight Agent Crosby of 
the Burlington, that they will not receive any 
more shipments of grain until further notice. 
The Surkngion is loading 300 cars a day and 
could use 1,000 if it had them. If the present 
state of affairs continues longer the point will 
be reached where it will be necessary to re- 
fuse shipments that can bear delay.”’ 

J. O. Philippi of the Missouri Pacific, who 
has jurisdiction over the lines north of Kansas 
City, said: We are considerably behind the 
demand forcars for moving corn and coal, 
and are loadi these commodities in stock 
cars. At the Union Pacitic headquarters it 
was stated that the shortage on that system 
amounted to only 400 cars. The Elkhorn is 
short nearly 1,000 cars, with no immediate re- 
lief in prospect. 


FINLEY SUSTAINS HIMSELF. 
8 
Failure of a Railroad to Do Its Duty Does 
Not Relieve It from Responsibility. 

Chairman Finley of the Western Passenger 
Association rendered an interesting opinion 
yesterday in the matter of appeal from the 
decision of the Chairman in the case of the 
Missouri Pacific against the St. Louis, Keokuk 
and Northwestern. Inasmuch as a portion of 
the decision, from which defendant appeals, 
raises a question at least as to the conscien- 
tiousness of defendant, Chairman Finley, as 
a measure of justice to the latter, finds it 
e e to give a history of the vase, going 
to show that defendant, up to a certain point 
and date, had reason to believe that by legit- 
imate and straightforward means it had se- 
cured legislation 3 its intention to 
honor trang Missouri certificates issued May 
12, and that without any purpose or attempt 
on its part to involve the association in legis- 
lation, either obscure or ambiguous. The 
finding of Mr. Finley is as follows: 

It should have been considered by defendant 
that its rights and privileges were neither greater 
nor less than those of its associates and t the 

neral agreement aad rules thereunder, made 

or the general „should be lived up to both 

in the spirit and letter of the law and that any ar- 
bitrary construction of its own of the legislation 
in question or any belief that the Chairman had 
failed to specifically construe or rule on auch leg- 
islation for the benefit of defendant should not 
have operated as a bar to prevent defendant from 
taking proper measures to protect itself and to 
secure a ruling that would without question ap- 
ply alike to itself and its competitors. A failure 
to perform its own duty in this respect cannot be 
held aa reliev defendant from the consequences 
of an error resulting therefrom. notwithstanding 
its warrant for a certain “ee opinion and re- 
gardless of the fact that at time of the enact- 
ment of. certain legislation defendant believed 
that the Chairman's opinion as to the intent and 
scope thereof coincided with its own. The Chair- 
man’s decision is therefore sustained. 


EXCESSIVE RAILROAD RATES, 


Testimony Given at Galesburg by John M. 
Pearson and Others. 

Garzssura, III., Dec. 3.— [Special. I—In the 
case of Jones against the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy railroad for excessive freight 
charges John M. Pearson, formerly a Rail 
road and Warehouse Commissioner, was put 
on the stand to defend the schedule of 1873. 
He testified that the board spent months 
conferring with shippers and _ railroad 
officials before preparing the schedule. He 
explained the seeming inconsistencies and 
claimed that the rate on stock was a fair and 
just one and that the company’s rate was ex- 
cessive. He asserted that the rate on wood 
was made high at the instigation of railroad 
companies who wanted wood for fuel, and 
thought that high rates would prevent ship- 
ments.. A. J. Streeter was also put on by the 
plaintiff to prove the reasonableness of the 
schedule.

HOW FREIGHT RATES ARE LOWERED. 


Supt. Carman Says Shippers Often Resort 
to Fraudulent Practices, 

Omana, Neb., Dec. 3.—[Special. ]—Since the 
cases against the various railroad companies 
have been abandoned the officials.who were 
wanted as witnesses have suddenly returned 
to Omaha. George Carman, Superintendent 
of the Western Weighing Association, re- 
turned today. He said he had been away on 
business and did not know that United States 
Marshals were looking for him. In speaking 
of the work of his association Mr. Carman 
said: The shippers are chiefly responsible 
for these troubles. They go to a railroad agent 
with the statement that a rival road offers 
certain inducements for their business. The 
agent must be a competitor or lose business 
and probable his head, too. Every month we 
have to send out from our Chicago office 150 
to 200 notices to prominent merchants in Chi- 
cago and St. Louis calling their attention to 
shipments that have been underbilled. Some 
of them write, thanking us and saying it will 
not occur again, and then commit the same 
offense the next day. Let me give you an 
instance of our experience. A shipper loaded 
a, car with stoves and concealed them with a 
pile of shingles in front of thedoor. The 
shipment was billed as shingles, and the loss 
to the company would have been $300 if our 
service had not detected the fraud. Mr. Car- 
man intends leaving today for Sioux City and 
Mr. Kretschmar plans to start tonight for 
Memphis by way of Chicago. No further ef- 
fort will be made to bring the cases before 
the grand jury.”

REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF ORDNANCE. 


Appropriations Necessary for the Next 
Year—Result of Experiments. 
Wasuinotor, D. C., Dec. 3.—Commodore 
Folger, Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, in 
his annual report estimates the expense of the 
bureau for the next fiscal year at $4,780,291, 
of which total thé sum of $4,186,250 is to be 
applied toward fhe armament of new vessels 
authorized to be built. The number of guns 
required to afm the new vessels is 
placed at 347, ranging in caiiber from four to 
thirteen inches. it is recommeuded that all 
projectiles used by the army and wat Moe 
made of uniform sizes and weights. The 
trials of smokeless powder are said to have re- 
sulted satisfactorily, and within a short time 
the use of gunpowder will be abandoned in 
calibers of six inch and below it. After de- 
scribing successful trials with Emmensite the 
says: It is the bureau’s in- 
to recommend the adoption 
relatively short gun of large 
caliber, using 88 as the pro- 
pulsive charge and firing a projectile contain- 
ing acharge of Emmensite or gun-cotton.”’ 
Touching the submarine guns now approach- 
ing completion the report says: A further 
consideration of the subject of submarine 
artillery inclines the bureau to the belief that 
it will prove a valuable and important 
adjunct to our defensive armament.”’ 
It is stated that negotiations are in 
progress to cause the plate to be 
delivered by the Bethlehem company for the 
double-turret monitors and the Maine and 
Texas to be of nickel steel. A long account 
is given of the armor tests conducted during 
the last year. The results furnished by the 
nickel steel plate treated by the Harvey proc- 
ess were most remarkable.“ Inj conclusion 
the bureau considers that two important 
revults have been achieved: First, a 
better plate of American manufact- 
ure has deen produced than the 
department was able to purchase abroad a 
year ago; secondly, it has developed a new 
principle in the manufacture of armor of 
origin which there are good grounds for be- 
lieving will furnish ater protection to the 
vital parts of a vessel of war than any other 
system hitherto employed.

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IT WON'T MATERIALIZE IN CHI- 
CAGO THIS SEASON. 


The Indiana Strike Will Not Even Increase 
the Price, Because Ohio, Kentucky, 
Pennsylvania, and Illinois Have az 
Abundance: of the Black Diamonds 
The Cause of the Strike—lis Outcome 
Predicted=—The Fublic Schools Now 
Have Their Bins Well Filled. 

Chicago coal operators say that the strike of 
Indiana miners will not cause a famine or an 
advance in price of soft coal in this city. 

The strike began Nov. 1. The operators re- 
fused to grant an additional 10 per cent ad- 
vance in wages demanded by the miners. The 


strike spread gradually from mine to mine, 


until now every shaft in the northern half of 
the coalfields of Indiana is idle. The strike 
reaches from Oxford to Brazil, the territory 
penetrated by the Chicago and Eastern Illi. 
nois road. 

The outpuf of this district is approximately 
380,000 tons monthly. Ninety per cent of this 
coal is used in Chicago. This is 30 per cent of 
the entire amount of bituminous coal burned 
by Chicago. There are 8,000 miners on the 
strike, which 1s estimated to mean 24,000 per- 
sons who depend on the strikers deprived of 
support. operators or mite-owners con- 
cerned number sixty and control from one to 
twelve mines each. 


No concessions have been made by either 


side since the strike began. 

President John B. Rae of the United Mine- 
Workers, the union to which the miners be- 
long. has assessed every working miner in the 
United States 25 cents a week to support the 
strikers. There havo been threats that unless 
the demands of the strikers are granted soon 
their fellow-workmen in other States will be 
called out by the union. That is the situation 
now. 

Henry E. Weaver of the firm of Weaver, 
Getz & Co., a leading operator, said: 

The strike will in no way affect the supply 
of coal here, now that navigation is closed, 
and the cars used in the lake trade can be sent 
to the Western markets and bring coal in from 
Illinois, Ohio, and Pennsylvania. The closing 
of the mines ja any one State cannot material- 
ly affect the supply of coal, as there are twice 
as many mines opened in different States as 
are needed. It’s merely a matter of transpor- 
tation as to whether the different great mar- 
kets can be kept 1 pomp , 

The trouble in Indiana was really started by 
unwise legislation. Had the law passed by 
the Indiana Legislature, as to paying miners 
the same price for coal betore being screened 
as had been paid them formerly after screen- 
ing, been put into operation it would have 
been impossible for any Indiana operator to 
sell his coal in any market. It advanced the 
wages of the miners 25 per cent. This created 
distrust between employer and employé which 
finally culminated in the strike. 

The Indiana miners agreed by contract to 
waive that law until May 1, 1892. Then they 
broke the contract and struck. There can be 
but one outconie. Some day the miners will 
resume work at the old wages. No, there is 
no liability of the strike spreading to other 
States. 

S. W. Gilman, President of the Brazil Block 
Coal company, the largest of the Indiana 
producers, said: 

The miners have asked the advance, not- 
withstanding the fact that they had contracted 
to work on the old basis until next May. The 
contract now being violated by the men was 
executed May 14, 1891, and immediately after 
ratified by miners’ mass-meetings. 

**Qur company is ane ee from seventy- 
five to one hundred carloads of Kentucky coal 
daily from mines at Earlington, Empire, Madi- 
sonville, and Providence, and we are receiy- 
ing 1,000 tons daily from Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania. We have plenty of coal in Chicago 
and any reports of a soft coal famine are with- 
out foundation. Kentucky, Iilinois, Ohio, and 
Pennsylvania have easily expanded their out- 

ut to take care of the business that Indiana 

as had, and the railroad companies who have 
been hauling Indiana coal to Chicago have 
loaned their cars to railroads in adjoining 
States to assist them in taking care of their 
business, - 

I have no idea how long the trouble in In- 
diana will continue, but you can depend on 
this, that the operators in Indiana will not pay 
their miners any more than the contract pro- 
vides, for the reason that they sold the coal to 
their customers based on their contracts with 
the miners, and the advance which the men 
want now over the agreed figure would much 
more than wipe out the operators’ profit. In 
my judgment there is no liability of the strike 
spreading to other States. 

The scarcity of coal from the mining re- 
gions of Indiana and IIlinois is due to three 
cadses,”’ said S. M. Dalzell, Superintendent of 
the Spring Valley, IIl., mines. They are the 
strikes. the scarcity of cars, and the scarcity 
of miners. In our mines we are working 
every man we can hire, but we cannot get 
enough men. Some of our miners are earn- 
ing from $45 to $60 a fortnight... They are 
making that as an average. Such pay is large 
for that class of labor, and it shows that every- 
thing is prospering in the Spring Valley dis- 
trict. We try to avoid employing the strikers 
from the other mines, as we would not care 
to have out mentaken away by other com- 
panies if we were in trouble, but, of course, 
we cannot distinguish strikers from other ap- 
plicants for work. 

The scarcity of cars is causing us a great 
deal ot trouble, as ve are unable to keep up 
with the calls on us, demand from the 
Northwest is simply wonderful—greater than 
it has ever been. It looks as if everybody up 
in the Dakotas had money, and was bound to 
put in a supply of coal sufficient to last for 
several winters. With a full force of men and 
all the necessary cars the companies down our 
way could do a great deal more business than 
22 doing at present, so great is the de- 
mand. . 


THEIR COAL BINS ARE WELL FILLED, 


The Threatened Coal Famine at the Schools 
Was Only a Short-Lived Scare. 

The threatened shortage of coal for the pub- 
lic school buildings of the city will not mate- 
rialize. Supt. Lane of the city schools said: 

By our method of working the Principals 
of schools notify us at once of any threatened 
shortage of supplies. We have received no 
notices today. e haa, however, authorized 
the Principals to temporarily order coal from 
the nearest coal office lest the trifling shortage 
of the firm under contraet to furnish coal 
might continue, but that firm has evidently 
covered the present demand. 

Mr. Weaver of Weaver, Getz & Co., who 
furnish the schools, said: a 

Four causes threw us temporarily behind 
in supplying coal to two or three schools. 
There was the Indiana strike. Then two 
of our men, who the combina- 
tion to the safe containi the order or 
schedule books, were drowne * upset- 
ting of a yacht in the lake Thanksgiving day. 
This delayed the delivery of 300 loads. The 
removal of the Baltimore and Ohio railway 
terininal and the rainy weather which induced 
mauy of our teamsters to stop work were other 
causes of delay.

the city is supplied. We have delivered them 


100 loads and their bins will be filled here- 
after as rapidly as we receive notice from the 
Board of Education.

CLERKS FOR CHICAGO. 


HOLIDAY RUSH IN THE POSTOFFICE 
WILL BE PROVIDED FOR, 


Thirty-Seven Regular and Forty-five Tem- 
porary Clerks to Be Allowed as an In- 
crease in the Force—An Excellent Show- 
ing Made by the Office During the In- 
Spector's Investigation—Idaho’s Contest- 
ing Senators—Secretary of the Treasury 
Foster to Leave for the South Next Week. 


Wasurnarton, D. C., Dec. 3.—First Assistant 
Postmaster-General Whitfield was questioned 
today concerning the result of the recent in- 
spectibn of the Chicago Postoffice with a view 
to increasing permanent allowance for clerk 
hire, and also for arranging for temporary 
clerks to meet the usual holiday rush. 
Gen. Whitfield said the favorable action 
on the recommendation of the Inspector 
had been taken with the exception of-one or 
two minor features of the report upon which 
further information has been asked, but which 
will probably be adjusted favorably during 
the week. The report of the inspector gives 
the office thirty-seven additional clerks, 
which, with promotions, aggregate $15,- 
500. It also allows the office forty- 
five temporary clerks for service dur- 
ing the holidays, thirty of whom will be 
be continued for one month from Dec. 7 and 
the balance from Dec. 14 to Jan. 6, 1892. This 
allowance, together with those granted in July 
and September of this year, make a total up 
to date of $54,800 for clerk hire. The gross 


receipts for the year ended Sept. 30, 1891, were 


$3,602,819, an increase during the year of 
$330,824, or 11 per cent, over he correspond- 
ing period of last year.

The contest to be made fur Senator Call’s 
seat by ex-Representative Davidson of Flor- 
ida, the appointee of Gov. Fleming, is not the 
only one which will come up for a decision by 


the Senate at the approaching session of Con- 


gress. The new State of Idaho also sends two 
claimants for a single vacant seat, and this 
contest bears some superficial resemblance to 
the one from Florida, in that the combatants 
from each State belong to the same political 
party. Buthere the similarity ends. Idaho 
has been a State only alittle more than a 
year, yet her first Legislature signalized itself 
by electing no less than four United States 
Senators in a single month. One Senato#. Mr. 
McConnell, had to content himself with a 
public career of scarcely two months. A 
more fortunate colleague, ex-Gov. Shoup, now 
holds an, undisputed claim to a four-year 
term, while the other two Senators-elect, Mr. 
Dubois and Mr. Claggett, are now struggling 
for the possession of the seat made vacant by 
Mr. McConnell’s speedy retirement. 

Of the two claimants Mr. Dubois has the 
advantage of having preseuted earlier creden- 
tials and thus obtained a place on the tempo- 
rary roll of the Senate as made up by the Sec- 
retary. He has drawn salary as Senator for the 
last nine months, and will probably be allowed 
to take the oath of office and participate in 
legislation pending the decision of the Senate 
on the claim of his opponent. Mr. Claggett 
bases his right to it on the contention that Mr. 
Dubois’ election, which antedated his own, 
was in violation, technically, ot the United 
States statute which admitted Idaho, and was 
consequently null and void; that the orig- 
mal election of two Senators having been 
accomplished under the terms of the 
State Constitution for the filling of 
Senatorial vacancies as they should occur 
should begin on the second Tuesday after the 

of the isiature in any when a 
vacancy should occur. Mr. Dubois, it is con- 
ceded on all hands, was chosen before the sec- 
ond Tuesday of the legislative session, and, 
as Mr. Claggett was elected on or after it, he 
holds that his claim to the seat is maintained 
by a strict interpretation of the statutes. 

Mr. Dubois will hold that a vacancy occurred 
constructively immediately upon the election 
of the two Senators, it being known that one 
of them would by the rules and 2ustoms of the 
Senate be obliged to take the term ending last 
March. No contest exactly similar has ever 
occurred in the history of the admission of 
new States.

The Fisher Family's Big Suit Against the 
German Government. © 


Psrv, Ind., Dec. 3.—[Special.]—There are 


now living in this county four of the heirs ot 
the great Fisher estate, now in the hands of 


the German Government in Germany. The 


| amount involved is in the aggregate $51,000,- 


000. The total number of heirs and direct 
descendants of the owner is in the neighbor- 
hood of 2,000 persons and scattered over 
seventeen States. This money has been in 
trust of the German Government for many 
years, and although many have been theclaim- 
ants until this far none have been able to pre- 
sent a clear case. To facilitate matters the

The story as told of the family ‘is interest- 
ing aside from the money involv¥ In the 
course of atrifle over 100 years it has risen 
from the father and mother to over 2,000 per- 
sons.
